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New sunscreen technology reported 
by Omaha scientist 

As summer comes to an end, an Omaha 
physician-scientist has recently reported 
research findings on a unique sunscreen 
that could help people against the sun’s 
exposure. 

Dr Ramon M. Fusaro, M.D., of the 
UNMC and Creighton University Medical 
Center faculty, presented the results of a 
sunscreen that is built into and bound to the 
skin. The results were presented at the Eighth 
International Symposium on the Maillard 
Reaction in Charleston, S.C. He conducted 
the research along with colleague Edwin 
Rice, M.D. of Minneapolis’ Park Nicollet 
Clinic. 

The two reported that the formation 
of melanoidins in the skin, a keratin-bound 
sunscreen, protected 30 Caucasian patients 
from developing a sun rash from. their 
allergy to sunlight without any therapeutic 
failures. The sunscreen was chemically 
formed in the top later of the skin by the 
overnight sequential bedtime applications of 
two chemically pure medications. The first 
medication was dihydroxyacetone (sunless 
tanning lotion) followed 15 minutes later by 
lawesone (active dye in henna). Serious side 
effects could be caused by over-the-counter 
versions, if used by the public. Fusaro and 
Rice wam that those are not pure and may 
degenerate. 

Fusaro said that experimental records of 
the studied patients revealed that they also 
never experienced any sunburns during the 
seven months of the study even though 60 
percent of them were in sunlight for eight to 
six hours per day. 

While there are many advantages to 
the sunscreen, there remains one major 
disadvantageof the keratin-bound sunscreen. 
It cannot be used in individuals who have a

They were poor working sailors, working 
in brutal conditions. Their favorite saying was, 
“A merry life, and a short one.” 

They even made plays about what their 
death would look like, making themselves into 
heroes and the judges into villains. Rediker 
performed one of those sketches with two 
UNO professors, Tom Buchanan and Jeanne 
Reames-Zimmerman. 

Rediker also spoke about the Jolly Roger, 
the pirate flag. While it is commonly depicted 
with a skull and crossbones, Rediker said it 
was generally a full anatomy. The symbols of 
the flag changed from ship to ship, but always 
included three meanings: death, violence and 
limited time. 

Rediker also took many questions from 
the audience, but his time was limited. Some of 


rare disease known as glucose-6 phosphate 
dehydrogenase deficiency. Fusaro_ said, 
however, that the presence of the genetic 
mutation could be identified by a blood test. 
The keratin-bound sunscreen will most 
likely be a prescription medication, and the 
user will have to take vitamin D supplements 
because of the sunscreen’s efficiency of 
blocking the sun’s rays entering the skin. 


UNMC teams to help Arab nursing 
education 

Last Monday, UNMC’s College of 
Nursing formalized a three-year contract 
affiliation with the Al-Zaytoonah Private 
University of Jordan that will include sharing 
UNMC’s traditional and online nursing 
education and clinical curriculum. It also will 
provide faculty training in integrating online 
courses into traditional curriculum. 

The affiliation was established to 
advance nursing education in Jordan and 
the Arab region. 

UNMC’s college of nursing already 
provides courses to faculty of Erebouni 
College in Armenia -the pilot site for the 
college’s strategy of a “global classroom” 
moving into other regions as well as India 
and China. 

Officials say the advantages of the 
partnership include raising the quality of 
nursing education, ultimately improving 
patient care, and addressing nursing 
shortages in Jordan and the Arab region. 
There are eight colleges of nursing in 
Jordan. 

One of the first things the partnership 
will support is the creation of a learning 
resource center at AZPU. The center will 
be equipped with computers and other 
technology allowing students to learn and 
practice nursing skills on their own. The 
center will also integrate online courses, 
audio-visual resources and address 
improvements in clinical instruction and 
evaluation. 


the things he touched on briefly were women 
pirates, black pirates and the lack ofa real pirate 
code.

workout punch

I stood with feet shoulder- 
width apart and knees bent slightly 
on the platform of a device known 
as the Quadmill. It seemed like a 
treadmill, but it felt like a carnival 
ride as soon as Aron Branam, 
fitness director at the downtown 
Seattle Athletic Club, turned on the 
motor. 

That's when the platform began

I] kept my knees bent as the 
platform rolled up and straightened 
; them as it descended to the bottom

The Quadmill was invented and 
is being produced by a Moses Lake, 
Wash., company called Cascade Fitness 
Technologies. The Seattle SuperSonics use 
the device. So do the Navy SEALS and U.S. 
Olympic Ski Team. Dwight Daub, player- 
development coach for the Sonics, says 
the device is an integral part of the team’s 
training and rehabilitation program. When 
a player is coming off a knee operation 
or has tendinitis, he uses the machine 
because it is no-impact but challenging. 
It also challenges muscles used while 
plaving defense or rebounding, 

Branam uses it in’ his) ski-season 
prep class. That's exactly what gave co- 
inventor Dr Kevin Creelman the idea a 
decade Ago. 

While planning his annual ski vacation

body, Running and jumping sports use a 
combination of concentric and eccentric. 

Says Creelman, a doctor in Kodiak, 
Alaska: “The theory is that a key elementin 
sports conditioning and injury prevention 
is the ability to absorb the downward 
forces on the legs and low back time after 
time by regular eccentric exercise of those 
muscles.” 

He said eccentric conditioning had 
a “bad rap” over the years because it 
was associated with DOMS, or delayed 
onset muscle soreness, that some. felt 
represented injury and required periods 
of rest, 

“It now is known that you can 
resume exercise even when this bua 
is present and continue to make gains,’ 
he says, “and that what they daca 
was injury and inflammation is really a 
unique adaptation of the muscle structure 
i response to eccentric exercise.” 

‘There seems to be at leasta few studies 
that bear him out and Daub says he has 
no evidence of the DONS syndrome.

The 2004-05 NHL season is all but 
dust, but EA and Sega are going let you 
take the ice anyway and you don’t even 
have to give up your revenue sharing 
plan to get in on the fun! Thanks, guys! 

EA's “NHL 200X” series and Sega’s 
“EPSN NHL 2K” series have played the 
same game differently for years, and the 
latest editions are no exception. Which 
game is better largely depends on which 
style you prefer, but both are remarkable 
2fforts that are worth owning, even if 
the current lockout has spoiled your 
appreciation for the real thing. 

“2K5’s” game is about teamwork 
and finesse. The controls, deeper than 
ever but roughly on par with EA’s game, 
are intuitive enough to make playmakers 
out of anyone, and the game’s smooth 
execution completes the puzzle. 
Threading needles and executing one- 
timers are a breeze once you get a handle 
on the game. You'll need that handle, too: 
Scoring in “2K5” is entirely possible the 
‘game’s goaltending doesn’t feel cheap 
like it has in previous iterations but easy 
goals don’t come around very often. 

“NHL 2005,” on the other hand, is 
about getting physical and lighting up 
the goalie. The new open ice control, 
which lets you to control any offensive 
player instead of just the guy with the 
puck, brilliantly allows you to call for 
passes or clear a lane for your teammate 
to score. The old-fashioned conventions 
remain in place, however: Dropping full- 
force bodychecks is still the best way to 
commandeer the puck, and relentless 
shooting is still the best way to sink the 
goalie, who might as well not be there 
on certain difficulty levels. If you’re 
looking for a full-featured hockey game 
with an arcade flavor, “2005” will please 
you more than its competition. 

Feature-wise, both games excel. Both 
offer fantastically deep franchise modes, 
as well as XBox Live and Playstation 
Online support. “NHL 2005” also offers 
the entire World Cup teams, tournament, 
rinks and all. “2K5” is easily the better- 
looking game, and its commentary is 
leagues better, though “NHL 2005” 
features a more spirited presentation 
overall (save for the so-so soundtrack). 
Both games feature great party games 
for up to four players, though “2K5’s” 

-are more diverse and can be enjoyed 
against computer opponents as well. 

Last but not least: The price tag. 
“NHL 2005” is full price, while “2K5” 
‘checks $20. But for as much hockey as 

‘you'll see on TV this year, both games 
‘are an excellent buy. Which game is a 
‘better value rides on the playing style 
syou want, but serious hockey nuts could 
{easily own and enjoy both without even

that makes it a must-play. 

Fortunately, it’s not for lack of 
challenge. “Konga” offers several modes 
and difficulty levels for everyone, but 
don’t let its perceived simplicity fool 
you. It works like any other rhythm 
game, except that in this case your 
cues are left bongo, right bongo, both 
bongos, drumroll and clap (the bongos 
have built-in noise recognition to detect 
clapping). Timing your moves to the 
on-screen cues seems easy enough. But 
it’s just as easy to get flustered, and 
the harder difficulty levels take serious 
practice. 

If only the playlist was worth these 
repeated listens. The 30-plus songs 
aren't terrible, but the song choices some 
standards, some Nintendo theme songs 
and covers of such radio hits as “We Will 
Rock You” and “Busy Child” make the 
instrument of choice almost irrelevant. 
Variety is one thing, but if you're going 
to make a rhythm game based around a 
bongo controller, how about some music 
--Cuban, Calypso, even reggae-- that 
would actually be played with bongos? 
There's barely any to be found here, and 
that problem alone makes “Konga” an 
awkward experience for certain ‘music 
aficionados. This needs to be addressed 
when an inevitable second volume of 
music releases. 

For now, go big or don’t go at all. If 
you want the game and have the cash, 
get a second set of bongos. Drumming 
against a friend is a riot, and “Konga’s” 
problems aren‘t as apparent. If that’s 
not possible, though, rent first. The 
bongos are a great peripheral, and you'll 
want a set once you've played with 
them for a while. But this device’s best 
games still lie ahead, and if you're not 
feeling “Konga,” you'll be rewarded for 
waiting.

The iPod may be tops, but it’s not the 
only choice for music fans. 

Apple Computer Inc.’s lovely little 
music player dominates the market, and 
its design and simplicity make it hard to 
beat. 

But let’s face it, the iPod is the luxury 
car of hard-drive music players. You pay 
as much for style as you do for function. 
The recently upgraded versions cost 
$300 for 20 gigabytes and $400 for 40 
gigabytes. 

You can buy a competing product that 
plays music just as well, sacrificing only 
a little user-friendliness and the cachet 
created by Apple’s smart marketing. And 
you'll get some added features that the 
iPod doesn’t have. 

We reviewed four iPod challengers to 
see how they stacked up against the big 
kahuna. 

Some devices came with music- 
organizing software designed by 
or developed in cooperation with the 
manufacturer. Their software does most 
of the things Apple’s iTunes software 
does for the iPod-- organizing playlists, 
editing song information, etc.-- but iTunes 
is still the easiest and most pleasurable 
to use. 

Apple’s recent redesign of the iPod 
helped it catch up in some areas where 
rivals were pulling ahead, especially in 
battery life. The newest iPod can chug 
along, for about 12 hours, compared with 
eight in the previous generation. 

Apple's classic scroll wheel, which 
allows you to browse through music 
files by circling your thumb around the 
device's surface, continues to be one of its 
best features. And Apple added a “shuffle 
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songs” option to its main menu in a nod 
to one of users’ favorite ways to listen to 
music. 

We've included the manufacturer’s 
suggested price for each iPod competitor, 
though many can be had for much less. 
And we've quoted the manufacturer's 
claims on battery life, which are usually 
slightly longer than what users experience 
in the real world. 


Philips HDD120 Recording Audio 
Jukebox 

Size: 20 gigabytes 

Price: $300 

Battery life: 10 hours 

Design: Black and sleek, with a 
glowing white LCD display. It would 
have fit perfectly on “Knight Rider.” 

Browsing mechanism: Instead of a 
fancy scroll wheel, Philips goes with two 
buttons, one for up, one for down. No 
need to get flashy. 

Other buttons: Those browsing 
buttons double as the forward and back 
buttons. There’s another button for 
playing and selecting options and another 
for going to the previous menu. A side 
button takes you to the main menu, and 
another side button lets you go straight to 
the library. 

Pros: The HDD120 has a built-in 
recording function. And like the iPod, it 
has a shuffle button located conveniently 
in the main menu. 

Cons: The HDD120 won’t work with 
other Windows-based music-organizing 
software, and you can’t drag and drop 
music to the device and play it. What's 
worse, Philips’ software is onerous, 
requiring lots of clicks to input information 
about each song. 

Can it beat the iPod?: Not even close, 
thanks to that clunky software. But the 

recording feature is a plus. 


Creative Zen Touch 

Size: 20 gigabytes 

Price: $300 

Battery life: 24 hours 

Design: Looks like a 
blocky iPod with angular 
edges. 

Browsing mechanism: 
The Zen Touch uses a 
vertical scroll pad. Slide 
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your thumb up and down the 
pad to browse, and click the 
button at the device's center to 
make a selection. 

Other buttons: The Zen 
Touch makes it easy to shuffle 
songs witha “random” button 
on its face. Play, back, forward 
and menu buttons are stacked 
vertically on the sides. 

Pros: You can search for 
a song, artist or album by 
alphabetical order. Just click 
the center button, select “Find,” 
and scroll. The iPod could use 
this. The Zen Touch gives you 
more options than the iPod for 
building playlists on the go. 

Cons: The sensitive scroll 
pad lies just below the center 
button, so you must be careful 
not to touch it when you press 
the button. Adjust the pad’s 
sensitivity if that causes you 
trouble. 

Can it beat the iPod? 
Maybe. Besides the shuffle 
button and the touch pad, the Zen Touch 
offers little that other iPod rivals haven't 
done. 


Dell Ligital Jukebox 

Size: 15 or 20 gigabytes 

Price: $200 or $280 

Battery life: 16 hours 

Design: Rectangular and slightly 
curved around the edges like the iPod, 
but wider, fatter and not nearly as pretty. 
The device looks busy with two tones of 
silver and a black band around its edge. 
And it has a funny-looking bulge in its 
center, although that bulge is important. 

Browsing mechanism: The bulge 
houses a mechanical barrel. Roll it up or 
down to browse, then press it in to select a 
song. That might seem clunky compared 
to the iPod’s scroll wheel, but it actually 
works pretty well. The up and down 
motion feels more natural than moving 
your thumb in a circle. 

Other buttons: Nice and simple-- play, 
forward, back, previous menu and home 
are on the front. Two volume buttons and 
a microphone button for recording are on 
the side. 

Pros: The Dell uses an operating 
system very 
similar — to 
me Creative’s,so 
it has many 
of the same 
m features, 
B including 
browsing by 
the alphabet. 

Cons:

Can it beat the iPod? Yes, if you prefer 
function over form. The scroll barrel is 
extremely user-friendly, and the recording 
feature is easy to use. 

Rio Karma 

Size: 20 gigabytes 

Price: $300 

Battery life: 15 hours 

Design: Square and black, with a 
curve on the right side designed for your 
thumb and forefinger to fit on the controls. 
Its tiny size and relatively big screen make 
it look like a pager. 

Browsing mechanism: A dial at the 
top right corner scrolls through songs. 
You can cradle the device in your fingers 
and scroll with your thumb or your 
forefinger. 

Other buttons: The Rio uses a joystick 
that you push up to play, right to fast- 
forward, etc. A separate button lets you 
go to the previous menu, and two side 
buttons handle volume. 

Pros: The Karma is small. [tll fit in 
your pocket even if your pants are tight. It 
has a very user-friendly browsing system, 
displaying every song in one column and 
showing your place in the alphabet in the 
other. The Karma also has cool shuffling 
features that automatically make themed 
playlists for you. 

Cons: The seroll dial is great when 
the Karma is in your hand, but it’s a pain 
when it’s docked next to the computer. Its 
just difficult to wrap your hand around it 
that way. 

Can it beat the iPod? Yes, if you're 
more of an on-the-go listener than a 
docking-station listener.

Census press release, only 60 percent of 
registered voters cast ballots in the 2000 
Presidential election, The same press 


relvase states about 48 percent — of 
Nebraska — residents, ages 18 
to 24, were registered to vote, 
and 25 percent of those actually 


voted.

Trista Hanson, a senior, feels that 
Kerry could be a solution of the Bush 
administration’s War on Terror. “His 
policies are horrible,” she said. 

More liberal agendas are also being 
picked up by the Kerry campaign. Gay 
rights, immigration, health care, higher 


education, taxes 
issues are among Kerry’s proposed 
issues he will address once in office. 

“I'm really involved 
environmental issues and |] don’t think 
Bushis very supportiveofenvironmental 
issues at all,” added Hanson.

than to support Kerry. 

Ryan Petersen, a junior, classifies 
himself as being more “Anti-Bush” 
than “Pro-Kerry.” 

“YT just think Democrats and 
Independents are a little bit more 
open minded than Republicans,” said 
Petersen. “I’m more for putting in a 
vote against Bush, than I am for Kerry. 
But I do think Kerry does have a lot of 
good ideas.” 

Ben Beck, a junior, is also concerned 
with choosing a leader for the next four 
years. 

“A lot of people have been 
dissatisfied with the way Bush has been 
operating right now,” he said. “I’d 
say there is a larger demographic of 
people saying ‘No Bush’ than ‘Yea 


Kerry’.”
